Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IVIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview IMust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to tfie substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview witfi regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1 .133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.G. 1 32) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The data in the specification is limited to compositions resulting from 
the combination of TEOS with the halogen-aryl/alkyi containing sol gel precursor. The claims do not require the 
tetraalkoxide in the matrix formation. The prior art cited uses a mixture of an methyltriethoxysilane and 
phenyltrialkoxysilane, and therefore does not use the tetralkoxysilane of the examples in the instant specification. 
Therefore the data in the specification is not equal to a direct comparison wot the prior art. In the comparative 
examples of the instant specification, cloudiness is observed, which is attributed to phase separation by the applicant. 
The prior art discusses scattering of light which would give an cloudy appearance and that this is lowered when 
halognephenyltrialkoxysilanes are used, (shustack) and that the chloromethyl gels are among the most transparent 
(Loy et al.) The examiner further points out that one skilled in the art would appreciate that the phase separation would 
be reduced when the halogenated species are used as these are well known coupling agents which serve to bond to 
surfaces such as glass. As the cured solgel resulting from TEOS is a glass, one skilled in the art would appreciate that 
the halogenated coupling agents would also serve to form bonds with the sol-gel matrix, which would reduce phase 
separation. The applicant's representative has raised the issue of the halogen materially affecting the rate of 
polymerization when this is used due to termination of the free radical by the halogen (scavenging). This is a 
reasonable issue which might be supported by evidence introduced by the applicant, such data showing a material 
difference in the polymerization rate of (meth)acrylates which are not halogenated and those which are or preferably 
the effect of adding a halogenated alkyi or aryl to a photopolymerizable composition of (meth)acrylates. This might be 
found in a journal article or in declaration evidence from experiments performed by the applicant.
